This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed December 15, 2003, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is DISMISSED.

The reconsideration request should include a cover letter entitled "Renewed Petition under 
37 CFR 1.137(b)."

A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) must be accompanied by: (1) the required reply, 
unless previously filed; (2) the petition fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.1 7(m); (3) a statement that 
the entire delay in filing the required reply fi-om the due date for the reply until the filing of a 
grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) was unintentional; and (4) any terminal 
disclaimer (and fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1.20(d)) required by 37 CFR 1.137(c). Where there is 
a question as to whether either the abandonment or the delay in filing a petition under 37 CFR

71 1.03(c)(III)(C) and (D). The instant petition lacks item(s) (1). 

A Final Rejection was mailed to applicant on June 5, 2002, setting a three-month shortened 
statutory period within which to submit a reply.
